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niany half-hearted professors, that the 
Holy Spirit ought to come upon them 
with great effusion without any prepara- 
tion for him on their part, and because 
he does not thus come, they conclude 
that the baptism of the Spirit, and the 
gifts of the Spirit were only intendcd for 
the primitive church, If nien real ly want 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, «let them 
get together sòrhe where, in an upper 
room if you please, and abide there ten 
days at least, in constant prayer and suppli- 
cation,and see if there will notbesuch an 
outpouring that there will not be room to 
contain it. If men will be the same, 
"Christ is, the same, yesterday, to-day, 
and forever." 

One hears niuch from the púlpit and in 
the prayer-meettng ofgiving our bodies, a 
living sac rifi ce unto the Lord, but what 
does that imply? The thing we sacrifice, 
we surrender, or give away. If one sur- 
renders his living body to the Lord, he 
has no morè control of it hiinself. It 
then becoines "the temple of the living 
God." As such what will be its conduct? 
Ilow will it be dressed ? How employed ? 
Where will it go? Will it be sick or de- 
ceased? These qüestions all enter into 
ttie d e vel opinen t of a real Gospel spirit- 
uality. A very common conception of 
great spirituality, is one's ability to take 
active iiart in públic worship, to testify 
freely, or shout lustily. These manifcst- 
ations may be all right, but at best, they 
are only the outward expressi on of 
an inward enthusiasm, which may or may 
not be produced by the indwell•lng of the 
Holy Ghost. Genuine spirituality ex- 
presses itself 10 deep devotíon to the 
Master, great love for humanity, and an 
entire separa tion from the world. These 
were characteristics of our Lord, and if 
his Spirit abides within us, we must nec- 
essarily reflect those traits. The indwell- 
ing Spirit vvill manifest itself in works, 
rather than words. 

It is well to be influcnced by the Spirit 
to noble action. It is better to be en- 
dued with the Spirit and power of God, 
to go forth and do battle for the Lord. 
A,btrt/t of the Spirit results in salvation 
to one's self. A baptism of the Spirit 
brings salvation to others. Hence, the 
importance of earnestly seeking the latter 
if God bestows the former upon us. 

If we would obtain an heirship with 
Christ in the coming dispensation, it be- 
hooves us to have very close fellowship 
with hira in this age of probation. Sal- 
vation "so as by fire" will not likely af 
ford a very abundant entrance into the 
future kingdom of Christ. Let us all 
therefore, earnestly seek the indwelling of 
the Divine Spirit that we may constantly 
be in close communicatíon and commun- 
ion with our blessed Master. 
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We will need to consider, at least, some 
of the aspects of the baptismal questíon 
before we can rcach any thing like a con- 
clusion. 

The word baptizo, ineaning to baptize 
and so translated in the New Testament, 
seventy-four times, is the word bapto, 
ineaning to dip, this word being usedthree 
times and each time, rendered dip. 

As, "send Lazarus, that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in wàter and cool my 
tongue." Luke 16: 24. "He it is for 
whom I shall dip the sop. John 13 : 26. 
Thayer's Greek, English Lexicon of 
the New Testament says that baptizo is 
frequentative of bapto andmeansproperly, 
to dip repeatedly. The noun, baptisma, 
is also from the frequentative verb /«///sí». 
The formula for baptism given in the 
commission can tacar, nothing short of an 
immersion into each name, only by dis- 
regarding the frequentative meaning of 
baptizo, which would not then give us 
what Jesús said, and by conceiving the 
Father, Son and Huly Spirit to be one in 
every sense, in opposition to the lïible's 
teaching the Personalily and Deity of the 
three names of the God-head. Jesús 
prayed that he and the disciples might be 
one in the sense that he and the Fathcr 
are one. 

If Jesús had said bapto (dip) them into 
the names of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, we would be sure that he meant 
one immersion. If he had said baptizo, 
(dip them repeatedly) into the names of 
the Father, Son and Holy Spirit, then we 
could not determine how many innnerions 
he meant and wuuld be at sea. liut he 
said baptizontes (dipping them repeatedly) 
into the name of the Fathcr, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost, which can- 
didly interpreted, can mean nothing but 
three immersions, one into er eh name. 

Paul says, "You are baptized into 
Christ.'* Gal. 3: 27. "As inany of us 
as were baptízed into Jesús Christ." Rom. 
6: 2. He speaks of Christians as being 
"in the Spirit." Rom. 8 : 9, and of be- 
ing "in the Father." I Thess. 1:1. 

Since he plainly says, "We are baptízed 
into Christ," it seems clear that we are 
also baptízed into the Father, and into 
the Holy Spirit, as Christians occupy the 
same relation to the Father and the Spir- 
it as to Christ. And further, Paul asked 
those whom he fou ml at Fphesus, whcn 
they said that they had not so niuch as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost 
"into (eis tran into in W. and H. Rev. 
Eng. Ver. ) what then were you baptiz- 
cd?" He is very sure that something is 
wrong with the baptism of Christians who 


have not heard of the Holy Spirit, when 
they should have been baptízed into the 
Holy Spirit. 

Jesús said baptize í^to (eis) the name 
(Jo onoma) of the (tou) Father, and of the 
(kai tou) Son, and of the (hii tou) Holy 
Ghost. When the Samaritans received 
the Gospel, Peter and John were sent to 
them. They "prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Spirit, for as yet 
he was fallen upon none of them ; only 
they had been baptízed into (eis) the name 
of (to onoma tou) the Lord Jesús." ActsS : 
16. Here it appears that there is a con 
nection between baptism and receiving 
the Holy Ghost; and that something was 
wrong or lacking in reference to what they 
had been baptízed into froníthe slatement 
"only they had been baptízed into the 
name of the Lord Jesús." But all that 
is said about making ít right is that they 
laid hands on them, and they received the 
Holy Spirit. 

In the case of the Ephesians, Acts 19 : 
1-6, Paul offers no critícism in respect 
to their having been baptízed into John's 
baptism, but goes on to teach further 
concerning Christ. Very possibly, in 
John's baptism, they were baptized into 
the name of the Father, as was done with 
Gcntiles when they accepted the Jewish 
faith. Hut this was incomplete aftcr the 
personality of Jesús and the Holy Spirit 
had been revealed. Following the text, 
Paul completes their baptism by baptizing 
them into the name of the (eis to onoma 
tou) Lord Jesús ; and after laying hands 
on them, they received the Holy Ghost. 
On the day of Pentecost and concern- 
ing Cornelius, Peter commatided them to 
be baptized in (en) the name (to onomati, 
dative) of Jesús Christ. That is by the au- 
thority of Christ, as "I am come in 111 y 
Father's name." Johu 5 : 4.S, and "The 
works that I do in my Father's name." 
John 10 : 25. 

Dr. Phillip Schaff says, in his "Teach- 
ing of the Twelve Apostles," "The Di- 
dache, the Catacomb pictures, and the 
teaching of the fathers, Greek and Latin, 
are in essential harmony on this point, 
and thus confirm one another. They all 
bear witness to trine immersion, as the 
rule, and afTusion or pou ring as the ex- 
ception." Then in concluding he says, 
"Let us now brielly sum up the results of 
this historicalsurvey concerning baptism." 
"Trine -immersion and emersíon of the 
whole body, was the general practice in 
the anciení church, Greek and Latin, and 
continues to this day, in all the eastern 
churches and sects, and in the orthodox 
state church of Rússia." 

"Trine afïusion or pouring was allowed 
and practiced in all the ancient churches,
